No part 
of the property can be distributed till 
that period has elapsed.

HE'Tarifí Commission Bill was passed 
T yesterday by Dail Eireann, after 
certain amendments proposed by the 
Minister for Finance had been accepted. 

One of these confers upon the Commis- 
sion the power to report to the High 
Court persons who are guilty of “ con- 
tempt-of court.” The Minister explained 
that this step was considered necessary i» 
order to ensure tijet the proceedings of 
the Commission fould be fairly reparted. 

The Minister for Justice asked the 
House to consider the draft rules for the 
Supreme Court, the High Court and the 
District Courts. He explained that great 
inconvenience would be caused if the rules 
were not ready at the beginning of the 
next legal term. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson made a strong 
protest against the Minister’s proposal. 
The rules, he said, were of the utmost 
importance, and ample time should he 
allowed for their consideration. 

The Minister said that the Court Officers 
Bill would become law on Friday, and he 
intended to sign the rules then. When 
that was done the Senate and Dail must 
accept or reject them in globo. At present 
when the rules.were in draft alterations 
could be made to meet any objection that 
might be raised. 

The upshot of a long discussion was 
that the Minister moved the adjournment 
of the House until July 20th, and the 
rules were not discussed.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 


PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT OF 
ITS FUNCTIONS. 

The Committee stage of the Tariff Commis- 
sion Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour) moved the deletion 
of the sections dealing with the functions of 
the Tariff Commission and the substitution of 
the following new sections+— 

(1) Whenever it appears to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce that it is ex- 


ment in Saorstat Eireann by the imposition, 
alteration or removal of a Customs duty on 
the .importation of goods of a particular class 
or description the said Minister may, if 
he so thinks fit, refer such proposals to the 
Commission for examination and report. 

(2) The Commision shall examine every 
proposal referred to it under the section” by 
the Minister, and shall report to the said 
Minister on the several aspects specified in 
the schedule to this Act of such proposal or 
such of those aspects as are applicable 
thereto. 

(3) When examining any proposal] referred 
to it as aforesaid the Commission shall hear 
any person who desires so to be heard and 
who in the opinion of the Commission is sub- 
stantially representative of persons, trades or 
interests (including any association or body 
of consumers) who would or might reason- 
ably be expected to be affected by the deci- 
sion of the Min‘ster in respect to the subject 
of inquiry. 

He said that the principal alteration sug- 
gested by the amendment was to substitute 
ths Ministry for Industry and Commerce for 
tha Minister for Finance as the Minister to 
whom application should be made for exami- 
nation cf any proposal for the imposition, 
alteration or removal of a Customs duty* 
The proposed new section also made provision 
for the hearing bythe Commission of any 
association or body of consumers. 

The Minister for Finance said. that the 
proposal of the amendment would widen the 
duties of the Commission. They were asking 
the Committee to deal with a certain type of 
proposals, supported and defended in a par- 
ticular way. They felt that the class of case 
that might be covered by the amendment could 
be best examined by an ad hoc body, and 
not by a Commission set up to do a different 
class of work. 

The whole principle of the bill was that 
agricultural production should receive the 
same attention as industrial production. 
While so far the Government could not see 
that any good could be done to agriculture 
by tariffs, there were others who might 
think otherwise. They had not closed their 
minds, and would be prepared to consider 
on their merits proposals for tariffs for any 
agricultural commodity. In this year’s 
Budget they had in a smal! way a tariff on an 
article that was more of an agricultural than 
a manufacturing product. He objected to the 
amendment first because it gave to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce powers 
not given to the Minister for Agriculture, 
and secondly because it proposed to oblige the 
Commissioh to carry out investigations not on 
the line of their ordinary work. 

The amendment was negatived without a 
division. 

THE FEE. 

Mr. Johnson moved the deletion of Section 
IV., which prescribes that every application 
for hearing by the Commission must be ac- 
companied by a fee to be fixed at not less 
than £10 or more than £100. He said that 
the tendency would be to fix the maximum 
amount, which was altogether unreasonable. 
The principle involved was a bad one, and 
its working out would cause trouble. 

Mr. O. Esmonde said that if the Commis- 
sion were to carrv out the provisions of the 
bill as it existed at present the expenses 
would be very considerable, and consequently 
they would impose the maximum fine on 
everybody. who had the temerity to make a 
proposal. 

The Minister said that, theoretically, there 
was a good deal to be said for the amend- 
ment, but the hein of the bill gealt 
witli the actual situation, and with the 
robabilities as the Government saw them. 

he Commission would have quite enough 
work to do in dealing with meritorious pro- 
Eas and it was desired to save them, as 
ar as possible, from spending time on 
frivolous matters. 

The amendment was defeated by. 27 votes 
to 13, and the section was allowed to stand. 
CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

The Minister moved an amendment to 
Section V., the effect of which was to con- 
fer on the Commission the power to commit 
persons for contempt of court.

Giving evidence before the Food Prices 
tribunal at 88 Merrion square, Dublin, yes- 
terday, Mr. J. Craigie, of Messrs. Craigie 
Brothers, salesmasters, dairy proprietors, 
auctioneers, and farmers, Finglas, County 
Dublin, stated that the firm had been carrying 
on business for the past thirty years. The 
dairying was now carried on separately. They 
produced some of the milk—about one-eighth 
of what they sold. From farms in North 
County Dublin, and as far as five miles 
beyond Drogheda, they bought most of their 
milk. The average cost paid to the farmer 
on the farm was ls. 3.29d. per gallon. In- 
cluding wages, motor expenses, depreciation 
of motor and cars, the cost of collection per 
gallon was /1.33d. The milk when received 
was cleaned and cooled. Having described 
the various cleaning processes to which the 
milk was subjected, the witness stated that 
the cost of pasteurising was 2.15d. per gallon. 
‘The cost of delivery (wages, car and harness 
repairs, motor expenses, including depreciation 
of motor vans, crates, and shortage of bottles) 
was 3.530d. per gallon; offices and general 
expenses amounted to 1.05d. The average 
selling price was ls. 11.82d. per gallon, leaving 
, net profit of .70d. per gallon. 

THE NEW SYSTEM. 

The witness mentioned that the change 
from the ordinary delivery system to the 
pasteurised and bottled milk took place at 
the beginning of November, 1925, and owing 
to the necessity of having plant and equip- 
ment to cope with the expected increase in 
turnover the expenses would be much heavier. 

Answering the Chairman (Mr. SS. L. Brown, 
K:C.). the witness stated that about 90 
per cent. of the milk was delivered in bottles. 

Chairman—Do you think that the delivery 
of milk in bottles is as good a method from 
the sar itary point of view’—I am absolutely 
sure of it. is compulsory in America and 
many Continental cities. For a large city the 
system of pasteurisation was the best, and 
he believed that it would reduce infant 
mortality by 50 per cent. 

Answering Mr. Farren. who observed that 
the witness was paying a higher price than 
others who had given evidence, Mr. Craigie 
stated that he could get milk delivered at 
Kinesbridge at 1s Oid. per gallon, but he 
would not take it if he got it for 9d., as it 
““mixed milk.” He was selling milk at

Norse expedition of twenty-four men, seven 
women and one baby, who on arrival fought 
a desperate battle with hostile Indians m 
which twelve of the party were killed.

LONGFORD FARMER’S AWFUL 
EXPERIENCES. 

A story of persecution over a period of 
four years was related at Longford Circuit 
Court by Mr. Robert Geelan, a Protegtant 
farmer, of Curriygranny, who claimed com- 
pensation for the malicious burning of three 
fences on | farm in May last. 7 

The claimant, who lives alone, told the 
Court that in 1922 his house was set on fire 
and partially destroyed, He was chained to 
a chairinthe burning building by the incen- 
diaries’ and was rescued only in time by 
some people who came to help in extinguish- 
ing the fire. 

In October, 1923, he was made a prisoner 
in own house under an armed guard, who 
styled themselves R.A.” Shots were 
fired around his head and he was in this 
helpless position while his property was 
being removed to, vehicles and taken away. 
All his cattle were take on the same 
oceasion, but were afterwards recovered by 
the Guards. After the Yaid he was blind- 
folded and taken to a remote district, and 
there imprisoned in a house, but he escaped 
and made his way back to Longford in the early 
hours of the morning.

Everybody knew the ad- 
vantage of conducting industry under the best 
social conditions, but, as Lord Buckmaster 
said, “the industry is bankrupt, what are 
you going to do about it?” They ought to be 
grateful to the Government for bringing for- 
ward a measure which might help to ease the 
situation. Noble lords of the Labour Party 
had not put forward one constructive sugges- 
tion. He had done everything that lay in 
his power to bring peace into the industry, 
and had taken steps which his friends had 
regarded with misgiving. He believed that if 
a secret ballot were taken of miners they 
would prefer this elastic bill to the closing of 
the pits, and override their leaders. 

Lord Olivier declared that the Government 
were acting contrary to the report of the 
Commission. 

Lord Phillimore supported the bill because 
it embodied the sane, liberal principles of 
freedom of contract. ' 

The Earl of Lindsay, in supporting the bill, 
protested on behalé of colliery owners in 
Scotland against the charge that this was an 
attempt to lower the standard of life of the 
miners. 


A GREAT UNDOING. 

Lord Arnold said that he regretted that 
none of the Bishops had intervened in the 
debate. This bill was a great undoing of 
social legislation, and not a single syllable 
of protest or regret had come from the 
Episcopal benches. When the bill passed it 
would rest with the owners to lay down con- 
ditions of employment. A man would have 
to work eight hours or go. 

The bill furnished no solution of the 
difficulty, and the Government had no 
mandate for it. They would find that the 
country deeply resented their handling o' 
the situation. The bill might have the effect 
of breaking down the power of the miners 
to make national agreements. 

Viscount Cecil said that even such a 
connoiseur of morality as the noble lord ought 
to recognise that it was little better than 
an insult to the Prime Minister and his 
collearues to be told that the only object 
they had in view was to break down the 
miners’ power to make national agreements. 

Lord Arnold—I only said that that would 
be the effect of the bill. 


THE OFFERED RATES. 

Viscount Cecil said that he could only speak 
for the Government and not for the owners. 
lt was quite incredible that that should be 
the object of the owners. He could see nothing 
in the bill to break down the power to make 
national agreements. All that the Govern- 
ment sought was to open an‘avenue by which 
the dispute might be settled: It was quite

ANNUITIES. 


WHY THEY ARE PAID TO: 
ENGLAND, 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE ' 
EXPLAINS, 


- 


On the secohd stage of the Appropriation 
Bill in the Free State. Senate’ yesterday, 
Colonel Moore raised the question of the pay- 
ment of land purchase annuities to the British 
Treasury. The annuities, he said, amounted 
to £3,000,000. There was a sum of £650,000 
for local loans, He contended that these 
sums should be retained in the Free State. 
He quoted the judgment delivered by’ Mr. 
Justice Meredith to support his plea that 
sections of the Act of 1920, where they con- 
travened the Constitution, were inoperative. 
England imposed clauses in the 1920 Act—for 
instance the partition clauses, which were 
favourable to herselfi—but she did not carry 
out the financial clauses, which were favour- 
able to this country. 

Sir John Keane, on a point of order, asked 
the Chairman if the Senator was in order in 
saying offensive things of a friendly Govern- 
ment. 

The Chairman—I do not think that what 
the Senator said will give offence to anybody. 
(Laughter. ) 

DEAD LETTER. 

Mr. McLoughlin said that he was under 
the impression that the Act of 1920 was dead 
and buried, but now Célonel Moore wanted 
to resurrect it from its dishonoured grave. 
As far as he knew the arrangement by which 
the 34 millions for land annuities went to the 
British Exchequer was part of a general 
scheme of finance under the Act of 1920, which 
was most unfavourable to this country. 

Under the London pact we escaped the 
liability for the war tax which the Act of 
1920 imposed upon us, and we agreed with 
England to turn back to back. Colonel 
Moore now wanted to change all that and 
to go chasing after the land purchase 
millions, which were repudiated and rejected, 
The land purchase annuities went to the 
re-payment of the loan that was given for 
land purchase, and all that the Free State 
Government was doing was the collection of 
the annuities for that re-payment. 

He assumed that Colonel Moore did not 
suggest that the tenant purchasers should 
break their contracts and discontinue paying 
their annuities. He thought it was 
ungracious of the Senator that he should 
seek to prevent the re-payment of these 
annuities. When the Land Act of 1923 was 
p-ssing through the Oireachtas Colonel 
Moore complained that it was less favour- 
able to the jandlords than any of the pre- 
vious British Acts. It would be most dis- 
honourable to try to repudiate payments of 
the annuities, 

DOUBTFUL STATE. 

Mr. Linehan said that the matter ap- 
peared to him to be in a doubtful state at 
present. It would be desirable that they should 
have a reasoned statement from the 
Minister as to why the money was being 
transferred to Eme@land. Ow was it pro 
posed to dispose of the annuities that accrued 
prior to the Land Act of 1923? me was 
not in favour of repudiating one farthing 
of any debt which the Free State was 
legally liable for. Outside of the 1923 Act 
he held that the settlement come to last 
December had wiped out our liabilities 
under Article 5 of the Constitution, and that 
our contribution was fixed under the amended 
Treaty of last December. A reasoned state- 
ment by the Minister as to why this money 
should be paid to England might satisfy the 
public. 

Mr. Douglas said that such a statement as 
Mr. Linehan suggested would be useful. 
He did not think that Colonel Moore hau 
made any case as to why a bona fide debt 
should not be paid. 

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT, 

Fresident Cosgrave said that he was not 
clear as to what Colonel Moore and Mr. 
Linehan were driving at. As he understood 
it, the sums due under the various Land 
Acts were due by individuals to the British 
Government as guarantors. It was 
not money going into British pockets 
and remaining there; it was mouey that 
went into a fund and was transferred 
to people who had shares in that fund, It 
would be just as wise to say that a person 
who had not ‘bought his land had a claim 
against the British Government because the 
Act was not sufficiently extensive, or because 
they had not had time to purchase. 

This money was due to and collectable by 
the British Government here. The Free State 
Government did not like’ that position, and 
they undertook, for the credit of the country, 
to collect theymoney, and to be responsible for 
the whole of it, and not merely for the sums 
collected. 

The Government was simply discharging an 
honourable ordinary business ’obligation by 
collecting the annuities and paying them over. 
They might not be able to collect as much as 
was due, but then there were guarantees in 
respeck to that. 


SOMEBODY MUST PAY 
There were funds dealing with any short- 
comings, but it was not to be assumed that if 
the annuities were not paid it would benefit 
the community, for somebody must pay, and 
if the guarantee fund was not sufficient the 
Local Taxation Account would come into play, 


i arid the money should be made good. 


The bill then passed the second reading. 
THE BETTING BILL. 

On the second reading of the Betting Bill, 
which was agreed to, Mr. J. J. Parkinson said 
that the people whom he represented were in 
favour of a Betting Bill, but they were ny 
in favour of granting several of the power 
proposed in the bill as it stood, Amendments 
would be proposed, and he hoped that the 
Senate would help to amend the measure. 

Sir Bryan Mahon endorsed Mr. Parkinson s 
statement, and Mr. O’Connor expressed his 
objection to interference with coursing. The 
Committee stagé was appoinetd for to-morrow. 

LOGAL AUTHORITIES BILL. 

On the report stage of the Local Authorities 
(Officers and Employés) Bill, 

Mr. Linehan moved the deletion of Sub- 
section (2) of Section 7, which, provided that 
persons to be recommended for appointment 
might be restricted in some cases to “a 
specified class delimited in such manner or by 
reference to such matter .as the Commis- 
sioners, with the consent of the Minister, 
think proper.”’ 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
said that the sub-section had been inserted 
with two objectives, In 4he case of minor 
appointments, it seemed to be the 
general opinion tha” it should _ be 
possible to restrict them to people 
living in a certain district. Again, it 
was necessary to restrict certain appointments 
to persons with particular qualifications. 

Sir John Keane suggested that the sub- 
section did not carry out what the Minister 
had said. 

The Minister said that it was difficult to 
find a legal formula to define the classes in 
view, but what he had stated was the inten- 
tion of those who framed the sub-section. 

Mr. Jameson said that Sub-section 3, which 
said that the Commissioners were t®@ ascer- 
tain that persons recommended had proper 
qualifications, ought to be sufficient. 

This view was supported by the Chairman 
and others, and the Minister fell in with it. 

Deletion of the sub-section being agreed to, 
the report stage was concluded. 

| THER BILLS. 

Second reading was given to the Local

RULES OF COURT. 
NOT A CASE FOR SPEED. 


The next business was the consideration of 
the rules of the Supreme Court, the High 
Court and the District Courts. 

Mr. Johnson said that it was not reason- 
able to expect the House to discuss the rules 
at the present stage. The Minjster suggested 
on Friday last that they should take the 
draft rules into consideration’ on Thursday 
or Friday of this week, and that in the week 
following they should consider the formal 
motion of approval. He was struck, on look- 
ing over the rules, by their very great im- 
portance, particularly the rules of the Dis- 
trict Courts. In discussing them the House 
would, in fact, engage in legislation. Owing 
to the shortness of notice, it was impossible 
to give the rules proper consideration, and 
that made it desirable that their considera- 
tion should be postponed. 

They should not legislate without ample 
notice. The rules contained grave matters 
for the prospective prisoner, plaintiff, and 
defendant. In some respects the rules went 
far beyond what deputies had contemplated, 
because, in addition to dealing with the 
machinery of the Courts, they dealt with the 
imposition of penalties. He thought that it 
would be much the less of two evils that the 
Courts should carry. on without new rules 
than that the Dail should be asked to affirm 
rules without proper examination. 

Mr. W. Hewat said that it was the busi- 
ness community’s wish that the consideration 
of the rules should be held up until they 
could examine them properly. :

At the Bray Urban Council last night, the 

Minister for Local Government wrote stating 
that he had received a report from the Engi- 
neering Inspector, Mr. O’Ryan, regarding the 
application of the Council for a loan of £10,000 
for theserection of a pavilion, new sanitary 
cetouadidaaie, and the roofing of. the band- 
stand. The evidence din. a considerable 
volume of opposition to the inclusion of lock- 
up shops or stalls. Objection, too, was raised 
on general financial grounds, and it appeared 
that there would not be a general assent from 
members of the Council, if it would involve 
any annual charges upon rates. The prpposal 
for a pavilion was within the statutor wers 
of the Council, but it was doubtful if At the 
present time they should incur an expengiture 
of the amount. 
No advance out of the Local Loans Fund 
could be made for financing the scheme. It 
would, therefore, be incumbent on the Council 
to finance the undertaking out of capital 
moneys raised from their Treasurer. It was 
unlikely that the scheme could be carried 
through without a proportion of the cost for 
the first few years being borne out of the 
rates. If the pavilion was essential for the 
district as a tourist resort, and the time was 
favourable for carrying it out, the inclusion 
of shops or stalls should be reconsidered. 
A further drawback to the scheme was that 
the Council’s lease of the promenade would 
expire 54 years hencé’ The Minister was of 
opinion that he would \not be justified in con- 
senting to the expendityre. Except in the case 
of works essential to | mg health, or of 
general utility, it would be well to postpone 
carrying them out until the financial position 
was more favourable and better a 
existed for obtaining long term loans. e 
sanctioned the expenditure of £200 on the 
and-stand. .

Resrved judgment was delivered in the 
issue in the action of Fraher V. Waterford 
County Council. The plaintiff 1s a draper 
residing at be. ag Co. wees, and 
in previous proceedings brought Sy the Water. 
ford County Councit he was one of three de- 
fendants, the others being Thomas Francis 
O'Higgins (who had been employed by the 
County Council as a rate collector for. the 
Lismore. district) and his. wife, Mary 
O’Higgins. The County Council, in the pro-

(2) Was the County Couacil, or their proper 
officer, aware at any time before the em- 
bezzlement of any of the moneys that said 
certificates were, in fact, false? ; 

(3) Did the County Council, or their 

icer, by their or his conduct, enable t 

l false certificates to be issued? . : 

) Did the issue of the false certificates, if 
any, enable the collector to embezzle all or 
any ‘part of the embezzled moneys: 

(5) Would the said moneys, or any part of 
them. have been embezzled by O'Higgins. the 
collector, but for the said false certificates, 
if any? ; : 

At the trial counsel for the plaintiff applied 
that the issue should be determined—whether 
the said Daniel Fraher, the plaintiff herein 
and a surety for Thomas Francis O'Higgins, 
has been discharged in law or equity irom 
his obligation under the bond of the 15th 
November, 1922, entered into by the said 
Daniel Fraher and others with the defendants ; 
and counsel for the defendants applied that 
the issue should also be determined: Were 
the said County Council of Waterford, or 
their proper officer, deceived and misled in 
and about the issue of false certificates, if 
any, and induced to issue same by the mis- 
representation and conduct of the said Thomas 
Francis O'Higgins’? It was agreed by all the 
parties at the trial that the judge should 
determine the main issue, determining the 
various other issues in so far as they were 
necessary or incidental to the determination 
of that issue. 

THE JUDGMENT. 

In the course of hia, judgment, Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne said that under Article 97 of the 
Public Bodies Order, 1924, the County Council 
authorised their secretary to appoint a deputy 
to examine the books and accounts of the 
collector, and the “secretary appointed Mr. 
Alexander Heskin, Clerk of the Lismore Dis- 
trict Council, for this purpose. The actual 
checking was done during those years some- 
times by Mr. Heskin and sometimes by Mr. 
John Murphy, the assistant clerk of the Dis- 
trict Council. Mr. Murphy had no authority 
to examine the accounts, sbut he appeared 
not only to have done sof but also to have 
signed occasionally, in the name of Mr. 
Heskin, the certificate prescribed by Article 
97. The secretary of the County Council, 
though aware of this irregularity, took no 
notice of it. His lordship, however, attached 
no importance to either of the foregoing 
irregularities, as it did not appear that the 
surety was in any way prejudiced thereby. 

e proposed to deal with the case as though 
Mr. Murphy were duly appointed deputy of 
the secretary of the County Council for such 
of the examinations as he, in fact. made. 

“GROSS NEGLIGENCE.” 

Having referred to the duties of a person 
appointed to examine the “éi of a 
coUector of poor rate as presc v Article 
96 of the Public Bodies Ordfr, his Lordshi 
said that Mr. Heskin and MR Murphy, bot 
gentlemen of considerable experience, instead 
of following out those provisions, adopted the 
following method : The collector, on each occa- 
sion, had his abstract and report note from 
which he called out the rate book numbers’ 
and the amounts of the various entries therein. 
The examiner turned to the appropriate place 
in the particular collecting book, verified the 
amount, and initialled the block. Lhis method 
would result in detecting a variation between 
the amount for which the collector was 
accounting in any particular case and the 
correct amount as entered in the collector’s 
book, but it could not discover cases in which 
the collector failed altogether to account. 

Mr. Heskin and Mr. Murphy, continued his 
Lordship, both gave evidence to the effect 
that during the entire period in which they 
checked O’ Higgins’ accounts they thought he 
was an honest man, and that they did no 
knowingly do anything to connive at his 
frauds. He accepted their evidence, and in 
his Opinion, as regards any moral complicity 
in the frauds of O'Higgins, they were guilty 
of none. 

Mr. Heskin and Mr. Murphy who, however, 
were aware of the provisions of the Public 
Bodies Order, nevertheless followed another 
system, which was of no practical value and 
absolutely failed to effect the object intended 
by the Order. In so acting, he was of 
opinion that both these gentlemen were guilty 
of very gross negligence, and that their 
system of checking, in its logical effect, was 
only consistent with an entire disregard as 
to whether or not the rate collector duly 
accounted for the moneys collected by him. 
If he failed to account, the system followed 
could never discover such default. 

THE~ CERTIFICATES. 

Mr. Heskin and Mr. Murphy did regularly 
send to the Secretary of the County Council 
the report of the examination provided for by 
Article 97 of the Public Bodies Order, and 
in each of the repofts it was certified that 
the rate-collector had produced all his books 
for examination. His Lovdehip was satisfied, 
on the evidence, that at no sjngle examination 
were all the books produc, and that all the 
certificates were false in fie foregoing respect. 
The amounts were in fact inaccurate, and fhe 
certificates were also false in this respect. | 

In conclusion, his Lordship said that_hé’was 
satisfied that the officers of t County 
Council had, by their conduct, enabled 
O’Higgins to do what he ought not to have 
done, and that but for such conduct the 
commission of the defaleations in question 
would not have happened. For these reasons 
he was of opinion that Daniel Fraher, the 
plaintiff in the issue, had been discharged 
from his obligations under the bond of the 
13th November, 1922, entered into by him 
and others with the Waterford County 

ouncil, the defendants in the issue, and that 
the defendants must pay the costs of the 
issue.

ACTION FOR DAMAGES FAILS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
CITY SPECIAL JURY.) 

An action was heard in which Eileen 
Halligan, an infant. suing by her father, 
Patrick Halligan, shop-keeper. and farmer, of 
Ballynacargy, County Westmeath, claimed 
damages against Charles Doyle, contractor, of 
Mullingar, for personal injuries caused by 
the alleged negligence of the defendant, his 
servants and agents in the driving of a motor 
lorry at Ballynacargy on December 3rd, 1923. 
The defence was a denial of negligence and 
a plea of contributory negligence on the part 

of the plaintiff. 

It was stated in the evidence, on behalf of 
the plaintiff, that she was returning home 
from school, walking on the grass margin of 
the read, when the lorry struck her. As a 
result of the accident her right foot had tu 
be amputated, 

On behalf of the defendant, evidence was 
given to the effect that some children clung 
on to the running board gf the lorry, and 
the driver, having been tdid that something 
had happened, went back ‘and saw the girl 
lying on the grass with her feet on the road. 
There was a distance of two\and a half feet 
from the mark of the wheel to\the girl’s foot. 
The lorry did not go up on the bank when 
passing the children. A schoolboy said that 
he saw the girl put her hand on the edge 


of the lorry. He saw her fall on the grass.

CASE OF THE FISHGUARD LINE, 

Judge (Brien, K.C., presided at a sitting 
of the Írish Railway Tribunal yesterday, when 
the Court considered an application in respect 
of fixing the average annual aggregate net 
revenue for the three years ending Ist 
January, 1914, made on behalf of the Great 
Southern Railways Company. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. Edward 
White, solicitor), on lf of the Railways 
Company, contended that as his clients, with 
the Great Western Railway Company of Eng- 
land, had by agreement undertaken to run 
the Fishguard Railway, they were entitled to 
take into account in fixing the net revenue 
for the period the sum of £25,000 deficit on 
the working of the system. The Great 
Southern Railways Company claimed that this 
sum should be deducted*from the gross receipts 
ot the Amalgamated Company in order to 
arrive at the net revenue. Any loss on the 
working of the Fishguard Company was a 
proper deduction from the gross receipts of 
the Amalgamated Company, and there was 
legal obligation to make such deductions. 

After some argument, Mr. Kelly undertook 
that the Great Southern Railways Company 
would recommend the Fishguard Company to 
apply to the Tribunal ‘to have the standard 
charges fixed for that portion of the line.

CORPORATION EMPLOYES’ 
PENSION CLAIMS, ” 


APPEALS DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
URNAGHAN.) 

_ Reserved judgments were delivered in 
favour of the defendant in the cases of the 
King (Dillon) v. the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, and the Kinz 
(Murphy) v. Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, dismissing without costs 
the appeals byought from decisions of the 
Divisional Court refusing the applications of 
the appellants (and prosecutors) to make 
absolute conditional orders of mandamus 
directing that their claims to compensati +n 
as pensionable officers on retirement from 
their offices in the employment of the Dublin 
Corporation should be heard and determiaed 

by the Lotal Government Department. 

In the fitst case John Dillon, a “ mess w:ye-- 
labourer ' employed by the Corporation, when 
discharged. aged about 70, in 1925, claimed 
compensation as the holder of a pensionable 
office; but the Corporation refused to enter- 
tain his claim. They also refused a similar 
claim made in the second case by Mrs. 
Murphy, a caretaker in the employment of the 
Corporation, who was removed from her office 
in 1925. 


GROUNDS OF REFUSAL. 

The claims had been made under Section 8 
of the Local Government Act, 1919, and had 
been refused oh the ground that the applicants 
(appellants) did not come within the meaning 
of the section mentioned, their offices, as 
recipients of a weekly wage, not being pension- 
able. It was also pleaded that the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health had 
no jurisdiction. On behalf of the Local 
Government Department, however, it was 
rontended that the Local ' Government 
authorities had full power to decide whether 
the offices were pensionable or not. 

The Chief Justice held that the appeals 
should be dismissed on the grounds stated by 
Mr. Justice Meredith, from whose judgment 
the appeal to the Divisional Court was 
bromght, except the ground of jurisdiction, 
with Tegard to which he would neserve 
his decision till the question arose in a future 
case. On the other ground, that the 
prosecutors had failed to bring themselves 
within the provisions of Section 8 of the Local 
Government Act, 1919, he found himself, 
after full consideration of the matter. in com- 
plete agreement with Mr. Justice Meredith. 
and in his opinion the appeals should be dis- 
missed.
